New Delhi, the 13th June, 1998 

S.O. 507(E). —Whereas a Commission of Inquiry has been set up under the Resolution of Government of India in the 
Ministry of Petroleum and Natural Gas No. R-30027/11/97-OR.II dated die 11th October, 1997 for the purpose of making an 
inquiry into a definite matter of public importance, namely Visakh Refinery fire incident dated the 14th September, 1997; 

And whereas the said Commission of Inquiry could not complete its work and has ceased to function with effect from 
the 10th March, 1998. 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the 
purpose of making an inquiry into a definite matter of public importance, namely, Visakh Refinery fire incident dated the 14th 
September, 1997. 

2. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 
1952) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the Central Government hereby appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of 
the following, namely :— 

Chairman: 

(1) Justice S.C. Jain, Retired Judge, Allahabad High Court. 

Members: 

(2) Dr. T.S.R. Prasada Rao, Director, Indian Institute of Petroleum, Dehradun. 

(3) Shri K. Ravikumar, Executive Director, Centre for High Technology, Ministry of Petroleum and Natural Gas, 
New Delhi. 

3. The Commission will have the following terms of reference, namely:— 

(1) to determine the sequence of events which caused the fire at Visakh Refinery on the 14th day of September, 
1997 and, indicate, if there were any lapses; 

(2) to examine the adequacy of the fire safety system for fire fighting facilities in Visakh Refinery; 

(3) to advise whether there has been any negligence or carelessness on the part of the Refinery Management and 
staff in maintaining the fire safety systems; 

(4) arising out of point (3) further action, if any, that may be taken; 

(5) generally, to report on any other matter that is relevant in the opinion of the Commission. 

4. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government as soon as possible* but not later than the 
12th October. 1998. 

5. The Commission will be assisted by Special Consultants, wherever necessary and desired by it 

6. The Headquarters of the Commission, which is to function on part-time basis, shall be at New Delhi. 

7. The Commission shall devise its own procedure. It may call for any information and take any evidence as it may 
consider necessary: The Ministries/Departments of the Government of India shall furnish such information and render such 
assistance as may be required by the Commission of Inquiry, The Government of India trust that the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh and all other concerned will extend their fullest cooperation and assistance to the Commission.
